Charles Anderson, one of the 
citizens of Lyon county and 
best known <nen in Ken- 
| died at his home in Kuttawa 
o'clock Sunday night. Gov. 
>n's death resulted from the 
infirmities of old age. He had been 
feeble, for several months, but had 
only been confined to his bed for a 
short time. He passed his eighty- 
first birthday on June 1. last. His 
death closes a long, useful and honor- 
able career and removes one of the 
most distinguished citizens, 
once prominent in the politi- 
cal affairs of Kentucky and Ohio he 
has for many years lived a quiet, re- 
'?e, devoting almost his entire 
attention to his large property in- 
terests in Lyon county. He was the 
founder of the thriving little city of 
Kuttawa, which for many years past 
has been the pride of his life. 

Gov. Charles Anderson was born in 
Jefferson county, Kentucky, near 
Louisville. January 1, 1814. He was 
a son of Richard C. Anderson and his 
. Elizabeth, (Clark) a sister of 
G«Qt$»eorge Bodgere Clark. His fa- 
il gallantly, as a colonel, in 
tion; was a member of the 
first presidential electoral college af- 
ter the admission of Kentucky to the 
Union; represented Jefferson county 
in the State legislature and was the 
first surveyor general of the land set 
apart in the district of Kentucky for 
soldiers of Virginia who served 
in the war of the revolution. Gov 
Anderson was a lawyer 
by profession and practiced in Ohio 
for several years before the war, beintr 



at one time a partner of Hon. Clem 
ent L. Vallandingham. In 1868 he 
was elected lieutenant governor under 
John Brougb who was known as the 
war governor of Ohio. Gov. Brougb 
died & short time before his term ex-

al d&ib He served out the term, and 
in -IBM moved back to Kentucky, 
locating in Lyon connty, where he 
residedup to the time oi his death.

cend the reviewing stand, where all 
the old soldiers could see him and cheer 
him as they marched by. But he was at 
her bedside, and never left her until she 
had gone from him, and gone from 
earth forever. If she had been well 
then, and had lived, she might have 
seen her ideal white house builded ac- 
cording to the plans which she had so 
carefully outlined. 

In the early days of the republic the 
first occupant of the white house was 
President Adams. His brilliant wife 
found the apartments on the first floor 
not even plastered, and held her first 
reception in what is now the presi- 
dent's office on the second floor. 

The British troops burned the white 
house in 1814, and for three years Pres- 
ident and Mrs. James Monroe oocupied 
rented buildings. When they returned 
to the white house it was In a very 
crude condition, still bearing some of 
the marks of the vandals and marauders 
called soldiers, who had desecrated it. 

During the winter season of 1882-84 
President Andrew Jackson abandoned 
all public receptions and state dinners 
because the mansion was too small and 
in every way inadequate to the de- 
mands of circumstances and conditions 
for such entertainments. 
1 And yet we have the same unim- 
proved white house for the use of our 
presidents and their families until this 
day. It is about time that something 
were done to change existing condi- 
tions. The plan of Mrs. Harrison is an 
excellent one and ought to be adopted 
unless something better can be devised 
I by architectural experts. The present 
white house is getting to be a popular 
nuisance, both as a business office and 
as a residence for our presidents. It is 
] dwarfed between the treasury and 
j state department buildings. It is an 
architectural pigmy as compared with 
i the capitol building. It is as the house 
\ of a butler or hostler as compared with 
; the homes and offices of the executive 
, heads of other nations. It is discredit- 
i able to our people, and as soon as they 
I become familiar with that fact their 
! representatives will be required to take 
j suitable action. The plan of the wife 
of President Harrison, as compared 
with the picture of the original white 
house, commands the consideration and 
respect of all who understand the situ- 
ation and environments of the presi- 
dent and his family In the old mansion.

The executive mansion must be en- 
larged, or else a new residence must be 
prepared for the president in some 
other locality, so that the entire white 
house mav be given up to the transac- 
tion of public business and the proper 
reception of American citizens who come 
here in greater numbers every year. 

Early in the year 1S00, after experi- 
encing the inconveniences here out- 
lined. President Harrison and Mrs. Har- 
rison endeavored to impress upon pub- 
lic men the necessity of public action 
in the matter, but nothing was done. 
Mrs. Harrison took great interest in 
the subject and talked to everybody 
having power and influence, urging I 
her views with great persistence. On 
one occasion she secured an attentive \ 
listener and one who cheerfully -coin- 
Olded with her plans, but whose in- 
fluence was circumscribed by his physic- 
al condition. One evening Secretary 
Iiiaine called to see the piesident on 
official business, and after that had 
been attended to, Mrs. Harrison, in a 
casual way, mentioned the difficulties 
which surrounded her. Mr. Blaine at 
once took a serious view of the situation 
and spoke quite earnestly of the indif- 
ference which had so long been shown 
towards the executive in matters of 
official and personal accommodations. 
He could sec no way out of the dilemma 
except the enlargement or extension 
of the present building in accordance 
with some plan in harmony with its 
architectural st} le. This agreed with 
Mrs. Harrison's views upon the sub- 
ject, and the estimable lady explained 
her Ideas with wonderful completeness 
and detail as to the style and arrange-

been done and not a dollar has been 
appropriated for the enlargement of 
the offices of the president whose duty 
it is to examine papers and give super- 
vision to the work of all these depart- 
ments.

! rented buildings. When they returned 
j to the white house It was in a very 
' crude condition, still bearing some of 
the marks of the vandals and marauders 
called soldiers, who had desecrated it. 

During the winter season of 1882-84 
President Andrew Jackson abandoned 
all public receptions and state dinners 
because the mansion was too small and 
in every way inadequate to the de- 
mands of circumstances and conditions 
for such entertainments. 

And yet we have the same unim- 
proved white house for the use of our 
presidents and their families until this 
day. It Is about time that something 
were done to change existing condi- 
tions. The plan of Mrs. Harrison is an 
excellent one and ought to be adopted 
unless something better can be devised 
by architectural experts. The 



nuisance, both as a business 
as a residence for our presidents. It is 
dwarfed between the treasury and 
state department buildings. It is an 
architectural pigmy as compared with 
the capitol building. It is as the house 
of a butler or hostler as compared with 
the homes and offices of the executive 
heads of other nations. It is discredit- 
able to our people, and as soon as they 
become familiar with that fact their 
representatives will be required to take 
suitable action.

In 1890, according 
to the federal census of that year, 
Worcester's population was 84,055 
and that of New Haven 81,21)8, 
while at the present time each claims 
a total of 100,000. Lowell is close 
behind, and Fall River, provided its 
growth is not impeded by unfavora- 
ble industrial conditions, will give 
its slightly larger rivals a tussle for 
the advantage in the next half dec- 
ade. Meanwhile Providence retains 
its old title of tho "second city of 
New England" by a large majority 
and will pass the 200,000 mark with- 
in a very few years, even if none of 
the current annexation projects get 
beyond the stage of discussion.

In a Night 

The famine that decimated Ireland 
fifty years a^o was caused by the 
blighting of the potatoes — then the 
staple food of the peasantry- The 
blight literally walked ia darkness, 
though the sickness destroyed at 
noopday. Says Frances Power Cobbe 
hi her "Life": 

I happen to be able to recall pre- 
cisely the day, almost the hour, 
when the blight fell on the potatoes 
and caused the great calamity. A 
party of us were driving to a seven- 
o'clock dinner. As we passed a re- 
markably fine field of potatoes In 
blossom, the scent came through the 
open windows of the carriage, and 
we remarked to each other how 
splendid was the crop. 

Three or four hours later, as we 
returned home in the dark, a dread- 
ful odor came from the same field, 
and we exclaimed: "Something has 
happened to those potatoes! They 
do not smell at all as they did 
when we passed them on our way 
outl" 

Next morning there was a wall 
from one end of Ireland to the other. 
Every field was black, and every root 
rendered unfit for human food. And 
there were nearly eight millions of. 
people depending principally upon 
those potatoes for existence.

A very remarkable thing in the 
way of birds' nests Is preserved ia 
the Museum of National History at 
Soleure, In Switserland, whither It 
wae brought by one M. Rudolph 
Rueder. It is a nest made entirely 
of steel. 

There are a number of clockmak- 
ing shops at Soleum and lp the 
windows of these sbopa there are 
often found lying disused or broken 
springs of clooks. 

Early last e urnmer & Rueder, one 
of these clockmakera, noticed a bird's 
nest of peculiar appearance in a tree 
In his yard. He examined It and 
found that a pair of wag-tails had 
built a nest entirely of clock springs, 
which they had picked up here and ! 
there about the village. The nest 
was more than four inches across, 
and a perfectly comfortable one for 
the birds. 

After the feathered architects had 
reared their brood, M. Rueder pre- 
sented the nest to the ^gpuseum 
of the town, where it*t_ pre- 
served as a striking Illustration 1 
of the skill of birds In turning their 
surroundings to advantage in build- 
ing their nests. 

Probably next year the birds wi» 
build another nest, and unless the 
clockmakera of Soleure guard theftr 
springs more closely, steel nests wlu 
not be so much of a curiosity as Is 
tbU first one. -^tebwgljPiapatch.

Many Tourists nave. Been Looking Tha 
I Way — For Ordinary Travelers It Is a 
Better Trip Than to England 

or the Continent. 

A Japanese of distinction in his 
I own country has come to this for 
• the purpose, as he says, of "looking 
at things." In an interview with a 
reporter of the New York Sun, he 
spoke of the good esteem in which 
Americans are held by the Japanese. 

"Never before," he said, "were 
there as many Americans in Japan 
as there are this year. The tourists 
are to be seen not only in Yokohama 
■ and other seaports, but in out-of-the- 
way places, which they explore that 
they may get glimpses of the old- 
time Japanese life and customs. Ii 
they cannot; put up at bin hotels 
they are always able to find some 
place to stay, for the natives are of 
a hospitable nature, and have all 
heard of the Americans. In Yoko- 
hama we have always been accus- 
tomed to Americans, and I am sure 
that as many as two thousund of 
them have lived there longer than I 
can remember. But there are re- 
strictions upon foreigners who want 
to travel over the country, and it is 
not everybody who can gain permis- 
sion to do so. 

"I am sure that Japan will yet be 
a great resort for American tourists. 
Before coming to New York I bail 
visited Europe, and trie thing that 
has struck me most since I arrived 
here is that this country is very 
much like the European countries I 
have seen. The streets there and 
here are the same; the residences 
and business buildings are the same; 
so are the manners and customs, the 
garb, the religion, the theaters, the 
food, and everything else. I do not 
understand why so many Americans 
go toEngland.or France, or Germany 
every year, aud why they do not m> 
to some country that is different 



edge of Japanese life and character 
aud history. It has taught mankind 
that we are not a country of barbar- 
ans or simpletons, and that we are 
not like the Chinese or the Hindoos 
or any other Asiatics. It has made 
many intelligent Americans curious 
to learn moreabout us. It has been 
the means of attracting hundreds of 
Americans to the country which 
owes so much to Americans. If as 
many Americans as have gone to 
Europe this summer had thought of 
goiug to Japan both countries would 
be benefited. Besides the war, the 
many books about Japan recently 
written by American and European 
authors have aided in creating a 
new interest in it. There must be 
very many of these books. Of all 
the foreigners who have ever visited 
my couDtry, Mr. Lafcadio Hearn has 
the best understanding of it. He 
was observant when last here. He 
is very subtle. He got into commu- 
nication with the soul and heart of 
Japan. I think that both he aud the 
poet Arnold are much too flattering 
to us in their books, and I could crit- 
icise same things that they say. It 
their kindly spirit. One might 
believe that no American can read 
their language about my country 
without desiring to visit it. They 
may be assured that visitors will be 
welcome, more especially if Russia 
does not interfere with us. Yet an- 
other thing that has tended to pro- 
mote the American interest in Japan 
is the coming of Japanese among 
you. There must be several thou- 
sand of Japanese in the United 
States, and many of them have got 
acquainted with your people, and 
have entered into business relations 
with them."

MANY LAWSUITS. 



Cittaens of tho United States axe 
Great Litigants. 



A man of ingenious mind and ap- 
parently ample leisure has gone to 
the trouble of figuring out the num- 
ber of lawsuits hrought In each coun- 
try in a vear and he has reached the 
conclusion that the United States Is 
a better country for attorneys and 
counselors than any other civilized 
land under the suu, says the New 
York Sun. He figures as lawsuits 
civil actions only, taking into no ac- 
count proceedings of a criminal char- 
acter brought by the public author- 
ities against Individuals. He has 
ascertained that, taking the, figures 
for the last ten years as a fair aver- 
age, there are 1,250,001) lawsuits 
brought in England everv year, 750,- 
000 in France, 1,400,000 In Italy, 
3,300,000 in Germany and 5,500,000 
in the United States. 

It is not to be inferred from this 
that the people of one country are 
much more prone to litigation than 
are the people of another, but the 
explanation is to be found in the fact 
that the conditions of litigation vary 
exceedingly. Going to law In Eng- 
land is very expensive business, for 
it entails outlays in t he form of costs 
and expenses so large that many of 
the courts are practically closed to 
persons of modest means and a long 
litigation unsuccessfully pursued 
ends often In bankruptcy. In France 
the n amber of lawsuits is kept down 
through the general practice of "ar- 
bitration," as many as 100,000 cases 
in a year, especially those arisiug 
from disputes over wages, being set- 
tled by this agency without onerous I 
cost to either party. In Germany a 
great majority of cases are petty 
ones, involving a small amount of 
money and due, many of them, to 
customs or usages which are not 
sufficiently defined to be, in all 
cases, similarly understood by both 
parties to an agreement. This is 
especially the case in the farming 
districts of Germany and there are 
many legal disputes in the manufac- 
turing districts, too. 

The number of cases credited to the 
United States seems enormous, but 
it is probably accurate. There are, 
for example, eleven district courts 
for the disposal of civil cases In New 
York city. In one of these courts, 
by recent report, the number of ac- 
tions brought in a year was shown 
to be 9,100. These courts have be- 
fore them each year on the average 
75,000 cases. The cases brought in 
the state courts of New York amount 
in a year to about 150.000, and of 
those brought in the federal courts 
New York furnishes a very large 
number. Taking the whole country 
through it is ieen that the average 
number of cases per thousand of 
population is in the neighborhood of 
75 to 85. The number of lawyers in 
the United States is materially 
larger than in other country in the 
world, and the amounts in dispute 
here are much greater than else- 
where.

ELECTRICAL EXECUTION. 
An Uncomfortable Feeling Growing 
Up Against It. 

When one can read accounts of re- 
suscitations of persons supposed to 
have been killed by electrical shocks, 
it can but strike the inquiring mind 
somewhat unpleasantly when the an- 
nouncement is made that criminals 
are put to death by electricity. Of 
course, the autopsy after the execu- 
tion settles the matter for good and 
all, but the Intelligent physician 
must have a very vivid imagination 
and a great deal of nerve deliber- 
ately to put a knife into a man who 
is, according to the best accepted 
theories, merely in a condition of 
suspended animation. 

Not long since a man received a 
shock from a dynamo and was ap- 
parently dead for an hour, then arti- 
ficial respirations and rhythmical 
tractions restored him. So clearly 
are the methods of treatment indi- 
cated, that certain electric compa- 
nies have had members of their 
force drilled in all of the necessary 
manipulations of resuscitation, and 
have prepared on their own premises 
apartments with all of the requisite 
appliances for immediate use in case 
of accident. 

It seems an almost unquestiona- 
ble fact that electricity does not kill 
unless the body is burned to a de- 
gree almost sufficient in itself to 
cause death. Of course, one cannot 
count with any accuracy on what the 
effect of electricity may be. It would 
seem that persons differ in their 
ability to withstand the shock of 
this most mysterious element. If 
the victim is left to himself or the ac- 
cident occurs where there is no help 
at hand, in due course.of time hedies. 

When the application of the cur- 
rent is the result of a judicial deci- 
sion, he is at once cut to pieces, and, 
of course, there is no telling what 
effect efforts to restore him might 
have had. There Is a rather unc 
fortable feeling growing up In the 
community against electrical execu 
tion.— N. Y. Ledger.

Glass Bricks. 

Hollow bricks of glass are being 
used in the construction of the walls 
of winter gardens and plant houses. 
They are so set that the hollows are 
filled with rarefied air, which is a 
non-conductor of heat. The bricks 
are laid In a cement that unites the 
entire mass firmly. It is thought to 
be possible to use bricks without 
any support, and experiments are 
being made on roofing with this 
glass, which, put up in arch shape, 
will, It is hoped, be sufficiently 
strong to answer all purposes with- 
out the wood or iron frames ordinari- 
ly used in such buildings. Houses 
of this material are said to be heated 
at much less cost than those made 
after other methods. The light 
comes through the bricks, and ex- 
tra windows are not necessary. The 
system is thought to combine great 
strength and economy, and if it la a 
success will almost revolutionize the 
building of plant houses.
